1960 American stock, Ringling Brothers is a wonderful example of 
multi-colored security printing in circus poster style. The attention and 
expense lavished on this issue can only be explained by the value that 
circus people attach to what they refer to as “flash.” Roughly translat¬ 
ed, “flash” is a brilliant display used to attract attention. The history 
of the company dates back to the 1923, when the Ringling Brothers 
formed a partnership with Barnum and Bailey. In 1929, John 
Ringling borrowed over $1,000,000 and bought out many smaller, 
competing shows. Three years later he chartered a Delaware corpora¬ 
tion called Ringling Brothers - Barnum and Bailey Combined Shows, 
Inc. Ringling Brothers merged with Mattel in 1971. When Ringling 
Brothers stockholders were asked to trade in their circus stocks for 
Mattel certificates many refused. They were reluctant to part with 
their beautiful certificates and Mattel officials had to work out an 
accommodation. Mattel offered to stamp the Ringling Brothers 
certificates in a comer and return them to the original owners. Some 
were stamped and returned, while others remain in the hands of their 
original owners to this day. This may explain why so few examples 
are available to collectors.

Helpful Hints For Easy Reading of Price List Entries 


We apply the same abbreviations and conventions when formatting a price list as we do in our auction catalogues. Please 
take a moment to read what follows: 

“C” Numbers - Each item we list gets a unique number. Please use the “C” number when you place an order. 

Corporate Title - The name of the corporation or organization appears in Bold type. In order to save space we usually elimi¬ 
nate words such as “Company”, “Incorporated”, “Limited”. RR stands for Railroad: Rwy for Railway. 

State, Territory or Country Abbreviations - The first parenthesis in each item description contains the abbreviation for the 
State, Territory or Country. This usually indicates where the company was incorporated. Standard post office two-letter 
abbreviations are used for states. “(NY)” means the company was incorporated in the state of New York. Note that in some 
cases the company may have been incorporated in one place, but actually located elsewhere. See “locations” below. 

Date - The actual date the certificate was issued appears after the date of incorporation. When there is no date on the 
certificate we give an approximate date, and this is indicated by “ca.” preceding the date. When we have more than one of a 
particular certificate we may give a range of dates. 

Locations are printed in italics. Sometimes a company is legally incorporated in one state, but has a physical presence in 
another state. “Alaska Gold Mining (NY) 1900. Nome. 10 shs.” was incorporated in New York, but had mines located in 
Nome, Alaska. 

Stock, or Bond? - “Share”, “Shares”, “shs.” indicates a stock certificate. $500, $1000, $5000, etc. indicate bond denomina¬ 
tions. 

Bonds often have coupons (which were redeemable for interest payments). We use “Cu”, “Cb” or “Cs” to indicate where the 
coupons are attached. “Cu” means coupons underneath; “Cb” means that the coupons are bound, usually to the top of the 
certificate; “Cs” indicates there are coupons on the side. 

Issued, Unissued, Proof, or Specimen- 

Issued certificates have dates, serial numbers, denominations, and signatures all filled in. All certificates in this price list are 
issued unless otherwise stated. Unissued certificates may have the dates, denominations and/or the signatures blank. “U” is 
sometimes used to indicate unissued. Proofs are special examples not meant for general use. They are printed on special 
“India” paper so that the impressions are extremely sharp. Proofs were used by the engravers to check their own work, and by 
the banknote companies for final approval by customers. Specimens are made from the regular printing plates on regular 
paper, and they were used by the banknote companies and clients for comparison purposes. Specimens may have serial num¬ 
bers “00000”, or no serial numbers at all. 

Printer’s names - Most certificates have the the printer’s name somewhere on the front. In the interest of saving space, we 
use two, three or four letter printer abbreviations. “ABN” (American Bank Note Company) is the one most often encountered, 
and in general, anything with the ABN imprint, or with the imprint of any of their predecessors, is of the highest quality. 
Please see pages 20 & 33 for a complete listing of printer abbreviations. 

Cancellations - When stocks or bonds are redeemed, they are cancelled with a rubber stamp, a neat hole punch, a razor blade 
or some similar device. Neat cancellations are simply viewed as a normal element of the certificate. We only mention cancel¬ 
lations when they are unusual or somewhat obtrusive. The following abbreviations relate to cancellations: 

“POC” punch out cancels - small holes that have been punched 
“Heavy POC” - larger hole cancels 

“COC” - cut-out cancels; these may be large or irregularly-shaped hole cancels, made with a razor, knife or scissor 
“CC's" - cut-cancels, slits made with a razor or special canceling device 
* means not cancelled 

Grade - We have made every attempt to adhere to the same conservative grading standards we use in our auction catalogues. 
Most of the certificates in this price list are VF+, which stands for Very Fine, perhaps better. This is a clean, bright 
certificate with a few moderate folds, a grade that is more than acceptable to most collectors. EF means Extremely Fine. 
These certificates have minor folds, or no folds at all, and are exceptionally clean and bright. (Please see page 16 for more 
detailed information on grading). 

Illustrations - Most of the examples in this price list are illustrated. When a certificate is not illustrated, “(np)”, which stands 
for no photograph, will appear in the description.

Grading Terminology 

Unlike coins and paper money, the grading of stocks 
and bonds has not developed to the point where 
everyone agrees on or uses similar standards. The 
very nature of stocks and bonds defies a grading 
system based, for example, on wear, or folds. 

Instead of trying to develop a strict grading system, we 
have used terminology designed to convey a strictly sub¬ 
jective impression of the items we endeavor to describe. 
Fair - A certificate with extreme handling, fold splitting, 
stains, small peices or tears. 

Fine - Slightly below average. Folds may be heavy with 
splits slightly into the design elements, but with no pieces 
missing. More severe flaws will be mentioned. 
Very Fine (VF) - The average grade of most 
of the stocks and bonds we encounter. 

A Very Fine share certificate will have several light to 
moderate folds, and the paper will show obvious wear or 
softness. Bonds that were originally folded by the printer 
may have several additional folds. There may be minor 
edge roughness, but any splits that extend into the designs 
will be described. Very light soiling is typical, but heavier 
stains or foxing will be mentioned. 

Very Fine+ (VF+) - Obviously used, but brighter or 
cleaner than the average example. 

Extremely Fine (EF) - A well above average example. 
Stocks may show a few light to moderate folds. Bonds that 
were originally folded may have a few light to moderate 
extra folds. The paper will retain most of the original 
crispness and brightness. The margins will be free from 
noticeable edge splits, stains or other problems. 

Extremely Fine+ (EF+) - As made, or nearly so.

Robert Morris (1734-1806) arranged for the financing and purchase 
of supplies for Washington’s armies, served as superintendent of finance, 
founded and organized the Bank of North America, and was delegate to the 
Constitutional Congress. He and his partners speculated heavily in Western 
lands, believing that aristocrats, fleeing European revolutions, would be 
willing buyers. This trend did not develop, and Morris, despite his relationship 
with George Washington, ended up in debtor’s prison.

The Asylum Company was established by an agreement signed on April 23, 1794 between 
Robert Morris and John Nicholson on the one hand and Omar Talon and Louis, Viscomte de 
Noillies, brother-in-law of Lafayette, on the second part. As originally conceived, this company 
was to procure enough land in Luzerne, Columbia, Schuykill and Cumberland counties to settle a 
large number of presumed refugees from France after the overthrow of the 
Monarchy in September 1792. The original agreement called for 
200,000 acres; ultimately a million acres were purchased. 

Although started with high hopes, the project never got off the 
ground. The French showed no disposition to leave France, even 
when faced with the guillotine. And those who did come to 
America vastly preferred the salons of Philadelphia to sweating 
over a plow in four backwater Pennsylvania counties. A town, 
Asylum, was founded in 1795, but ceased to grow after 1796. 

Robespierre was 
overthrown and 
the Directory 
issued a blanket 
pardon to most 
former aristo¬ 
crats. Asylum 
became a ghost 
town after 1806. 

The company, with its tangled affairs, outlived the bankruptcy proceedings in 1798-1800. 

This has historically been among the rarest of the 18th Century certificates. We knew of only in 
museum. A fourth specimen appeared in 1995, which consisted of the shared from only. In addition, 
ther dozen certificates in institutional hands.

Charles S. Pratt (1839-91), was an American oil magnate and philanthropist. With 
Henry Rogers, he established the company bearing his name which became the leading 
refiner of crude oil and the manufacturer of many valuable by-products including their 
famed high quality illuminating oil. When J. D. Rockefeller acquired the company in 
1874, Pratt and Rogers became two of Standard Oil’s principal guiding spirits. 

Charles M. Pratt (1855-1935), merchant and business executive; director of Charles 
Pratt & Company and of Standard Oil Company. Charles M. was the only son of Charles 
Pratt, the oil magnate and founder of the company bearing his name. 

George H. Vilas was a Trustee of the Standard Oil Company, which wholly owned 
Charles Pratt and Company. 

Both signatures are pen cancelled, otherwise quite legible.

On April 5, 1882, Bostwick filled out the transfer 
form on the back, authorizing Henry Flagler to trade these 
fifty shares for one thousand shares of Standard Oil Trust. 

In 1888, a Federal Committee on Manufacturers 
investigating the Standard Oil Trust concluded the follow¬ 
ing:”...the Standard Oil Trust agreement was a slippery device 
for evading responsibility.” Although they felt certain that 
refined oil prices were being fixed, the committee was powerless 
to pursue punitive action against the trustees who swore “they 
had nothing to do with the business operations of the separate 


concerns. They simply held the stocks of the various corpora¬ 
tions, exercised their rights as stockholders, received and 
distributed dividends.” In 1892, however, the trust was ordered 
to liquidate. 

Henry Morrison Flagler (1830-1913), American 
oil magnate associated with J. D. Rockefeller, 
organized the Florida East Coast Railway (1886), 
and built great hotel resorts in St. Augustine, 
Miami (1892-96). 

Jabez A. Bostwick maintained a large export 
house, a refinery on Long Island and terminal 
facilities in New York Harbor. He was also 
instrumental in making Standard Oil a giant. 
John D. Rockefeller (1839-1937), American 
oil magnate who became the dominant figure in 
the oil industry until his retirement in 1911. He 
organized the Standard Oil Co. (currently known as 
Exxon), and gained monopoly of oil business.

Antonio Lopez de Santa Anna (1794-1876) was a Mexican general 
and political leader. He was four times president of Mexico. Able and 
energetic, he failed as a general and politician because he was unable to 
master details. He beat the Texans at the Alamo, but his later defeat to 
Sam Houston in 1836 was due to his failure to post sentries during the 
sacred siesta period. 

This bond was issued by Santa Anna to get money for a political 
comeback in Mexico. The bond holder was pledged various properties 
which the erstwhile Mexican strong man neglected to mention had been 
confiscated and were not his to pledge. The funds were partially embez¬ 
zled by dishonest associates and the rest was lost in 1867 when the U.S. 
fleet prevented his return. In 1874, Santa Anna, blind and bankrupt, was 
allowed to return to Mexico where he died in poverty and neglect.

Stanford 
organized the Southern Pacific Railroad and later became Governor of 
California (1861-63), and U. S. Senator from 1885. He founded the 
Leland Stanford Jr. University, now Stanford University, in memory of 
his son. Stanford was one of the most important railroad builders in U. S. 
history and one of “The Big Four” among railroad kings.

The organization of corporations for 
business purposes in the United States 
began, for all intents and purposes, with the 
development of privately-maintained toll 
roads. In 1785 Virginia appointed a group 
of commissioners to erect a gate across the 
road leading from Alexandria through 
the Blue Ridge Mountains. Money’s 
collected was used to keep the road in good 
repair, but it could not be maintained 
satisfactorily. In 1805, after the original 
road surface wore out, a private 
corporation was granted a charter to 
reconstruct the road and collect tolls. 
The Little River Turnpike Company con¬ 
tinued to operate for the next 90 years. The 
success of the Little River and other early 
turnpikes led many individuals to pool 
their capital resources and request charters 
to form turnpike companies throughout the 
Eastern United States, popularizing the 
idea of corporate ownership and literally 
paving the way to economic growth.

What Are “SPECIMENS”? 


When bank note companies print stocks or bonds for their customers they often print a few additional copies for various 
purposes. Some are kept in the bank note companies reference files. Others are sent to the customers who use them as counterfeit 
detectors. These extra copies usually have the word “SPECIMEN” printed into the signature blocks and they have “00000” serial 
numbers so that they cannot be mis-represented as regularly issued stocks or bonds. While SPECIMENS lack the signatures of the 
corporate officials, they are usually in pristine condition, and often they are the only way to obtain an example of a particular 
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J.P. Morgan

Grading of CSA Bonds 

Due to the nature of the paper and the storage methods used during the Civil War and 
immediately after, almost all CSA bonds have some uneven borders, light staining and 
minor edge nicks. We have adopted the following standards for CSA bonds only. 

VG - Heavily folded, but not damaged. 

Fine - Typical condition for this particular issue. The borders may be uneven or trimmed 
close in spots. There may be light staining and aging of the paper, but no major damage. 

Still quite presentable and collectible. 

VF - Better than average for this issue. The paper will be fairly bright and free from noticable aging. There are nice borders all around. 
VF+ - Though the borders may not be perfect and there may be minor aging of the paper, this example will be far better than average 
and represents the top quality available in our inventory of this issue.

Indians. The British recognized their Chief 
as a “king." This arrangement suited the 
Indians, who sought protection from 
Spanish rule. In 1820, a Scottish adventur¬ 
er, Gregor McGregor, whose arms grace 
this grant, provided military services to the 
“King,” who gave away a large part of his 
realm. Anxious to make good his claims, 
McGregor desperately tried to get people 
to settle in his unpopulated domain so that 
he could defend it. In the Clayton-Bulwar 
Treaty of 1850, Britain renounced its pro¬ 
tectorate and the Poyais and Mosquito 
Kingdoms disappeared.
